The  Methodists,  Presbyterians  and  Chris- 
tians have  been  right  along  with  the  Baptists 
in  fighting  the  traffic. 

What  do  we  claim  for  constitutional  pro- 
hibition? First  that  it  is  Within  the  scope 
of  the  constitution.  Constitutional  law  is. 
broad,  aud  general,  and  comprehensive,  aud 
concerns  subjects  about  which  ait  the  people 
are  acquainted;  and  prohibition  of  the 
liquor  traffic  is  a matter  which  touches 
everybody—* on  the  Western  prairie,  in  New 
York,  in  the  South,  in  the  Indian  on  the 
plain,  the  man  on  the  farm  or  in  the  shop. 

It  is  broad  aud  general  anfl  comprehensive, 
and  is  a proper  subject  of  Constitutional 
law. 

It  is  dignified,  not  trivial;  it  does  uot  at- 
'taeh  to  any  age  of  time.  It  follows  down 
to  the  last  little  child  born  under  our  flag 
with 'tainted  blood,  with  the  predisposition 
to  alcoholism  incurred  under  the  awful  pen- 
ally of  violated  law. 

Constitutional  prohibitiofi  lanes  the  mat- 
ter out  of  the  shifting  possibility  and 
chance. 

Constitutional  law  remedies  the  evil  or 
great  cities. 

Constitutional  prohibition  appeals  to  the 
moral  sense  of  the  people!  In  laboring  for 
constitutional  prohibition  yjve  go  to  the  legis- 
lature and  say:  “Gentlemen,  submit  the 
question,  put  it  before  till*  people.”  Then 
comes  the  suestion  on  moral  issue. 

Get  Constiutional  prohibition  for  the 
State;  then,  three-fourths  pf  the  States  con- 
senting, Constitutional  prjuliibition  for  tho 
United  States. 

We  are  blessed  by  not  hav  ng  any  large 
edits  with  a foreign  element,  though  some 
of  our  coast  towns  do  not  ola-y  our  statu- 
tory prohibition  law,  if  it  was  part  of  the 
Constitution  the  officers  Would  take  an  oath 
to  obey  the  Constitution  Wh.ijn  nicy  take  the 
oath  of  office.

We  fiuher- 
itedj  from  her  the  jury  trial.  Allf  these 
liin  ji  ations  and  the  jury  system  aljt- 1 main- 
tained iu  England  still,  but  they  jp|e  not 
intqrfLred  with  an  effective  Proeecutjlon  of 
c-riilii^als  and  their  punishment.  'ilt|re  ^as 
notl  been  undue  delay  in  England i|ot  crim- 
inal courts.  In  tins  country  we  h|vfe  gen- 
erally altered  the  relation  of  juJgij  |o  the 
jury.  In  England  the  judge  cuntMls  the 
trill,  controls  the  lawyers,  keeps  lljbin  to 
relevant  and  proper  argument,  ijjijU  the 
jur  r .n  its  consideration  of  the  f&ttp,  uot- 
by  jlirectioii,  but  by  suggestion,  and  the 
lawjyers  iu  the  conduct  of  the  chsos  are 
made  to  feel  that  they  have  an  obligation 
not]  only  to  their  clients,  but  also  to  the 
coii-t  aud  to  the  public  at  large,  niot  to 
abijse  their  oftice  in  such  a way  as  to  un- 
duljy  lengthen  the  trial. 

‘In  this  country  there  seems  ’t<)>  have 
l>,  en  on  the  part  of  all  State  lcgiyl^rs  a 
fear  pf  the  judge  and  not  of  the  jury  and  , 
the  power  which  he  exercises  iu  ap  Ameri- 
can timrt  has  by  legislation  been  induced 
from  (time  to  time  until  now— and  Ijliis  is 
especially  true  in  Western  States'-— Ije  has 
hardly  more  power  than  the  moderator  in 
a religious  assembly.  The  tendency  of  leg- 
islation is  to  throw  the  reins  on  tho  back 
of  the  jury  and  to  let  them  follow  their 
own  sweet  wilb  influenced  by  all  tup  arts 
or  counsel  for  the  defendant  in  j loading 
them  away  from  the  real  points  at  issue 
and  in  awakening  their  emotions  of  pity  for 
the)  defendant  in  forgetfulness  of  the  Wrongs 
of  thf  prosecuting  witnesses,  or  it  ilnay  be 
of  tht  deceased,  and  of  the  rights  otsocie- 
ty  to  be  protected  against  crime  ;:  and  all 
these  defects  are  emphasized  in  the  delays 
which  occur  in  the  trials — delays  . made 
necessary  because  the  trials  take  gljiajj  time. 

“A  murder  case  in  England  will  he  dis- 
posed of  in  a dav  or  two  that  here  would 
take  three  months  or  more,  and;  r o one 
can  say  after  kn  examination  of  tllje  record 
in  England  that  th6  rights  of  the  defend- 
ants have  not  been  preserved  and  that  jus- 
tice has  not  been  done. 

f Counsel  is  JT->t  permitted  there  to  mouse 
through  the  record  to  find  errors  that  in 
the  tr  al  seemed  of  little  account,  l>|ut  that 
are  developed  into  great  injustices  in  the 
rourf  of  appeals.  This  is  another  defect 
of  our  procedure.  Xo  criminal  is  content 
with  a judgment  of  the  court  below,  and 
w^ll  may  he  not  be,  because  the  tviqprd  of 
teyersals  is  so  great  as  to  encourage  it  in 
evjery  case  and  to  hang  up  judgnitjnts  in 
appellate  proceedings  some  times  *>tf  years. 

I don’t  know  when  the  reforms  are  to  he 
brought  in  this  country.  Until  our  people 
shall  become  fully  aware,  and  in  sortie  con- 
crete way  be  made-  to  suffer  from;  (ho  es- 
catx-  of  criminals  from  just  judgijiunt  in 
thii>  country,  the  system  may  coil  iniie." 

jin  the  giving  of  more  power  to  judges 
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of  criminal  ca-W  President  Taft  suggested 
a method  by  w|i|h  the  conditions  might  be 
remedied,  cnahji|g  them  to  aid  the  jury  in 
its  consideration  of  facts  and  to  exercise 
more  control  ov^r  the  arguments  of  coun- 
sel. On  the  ciyij  side  of  the  court,  he  de- 
clared there  i:  1 Also  uhdue  delay,  working 
always  for  thelijien  with  the  longest  pnrse. 

‘‘I  am  a lawyer  and  adnnre  my  profes- 
sion,’” he  continued,  “but  I must  admit 
t fiat  we  have  I juj  too  many  lawyers  in  leg- 
islating on  leuil  procedure,  and  they  have 
been  prone  till  think  that  litigants  were 
made  for  the  wipoae  of  furnishing  business 
to  courts  and  lawyers  and  not  courts  and 
lawyers  for  tlje  benefit  of  the  people  and 
litigants.  More  than  this,  I am  bound  to 
say  that  in  th<j  rjjatter  of  reducing  the  cost 
of  litigation  dnd,  indeed,  the  time  of  it, 
Congresk  and  [hk  Federal  courts  have  not 
set  a gkod  example.  Probably  under  the^ 
constitution  it  is  impossible  in  the  Federal

I don’t 
think  that  till  delays  in  justice  are  due  to 
any  niggardness  on  tho  part  of  the  public 
in  appropriating  money  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  administration.  The  evil  lies 
deeper  in  the  system  which  I have  referred 
to  only  in  a ip°st  summary  way.

Three  months  and  more  ago  I tried  to  get 

li 

our  brethren  to  sec  that  we  wen-  facing 
i.  grave  situation  in  our  State  Missions. 
Tile  matter  .of  carrying,  one  year  and  a half 
of  work  in  one  year’s  time  on  account  of 
the  postponing  of  convention  was  an  un- 
dertaking of  a very  serious  nature.

I do  earnestly  thank  the  brethren  whb 
helped  in  the  great  emerg<-n«y,  nut  I do 
not  mean  that  yon  shall  get  the  idea  that 
the  two  thousand  dollars  is  all  that  wc 
owed  the  banks.  Many  of  our  churches 
have  delayed  their  contributions  until  the 
fall  months  immediately  preceding  the  con- 
vention and  to  (these  we  look  for  large  lib- 
erality during  the  next  six  weeks  if  we 
go  to  the  cnnvntion  out  of  debt.  1 do  earn- 
estly plead  with  the  Ibrethn-n  for  their 
prayers  in  behalf  of  our  State  Mission 
cause.  In  your  private  devotions  as  well 
ns  in  the  congregation  pray  for  the  spirit 
of  helpfulness  to  be  on  our  people  and  that 
there  may  he  a readiness  to  sacrifice  if  need 
be,  to  meet  the  sitnaeion.  T plead  with  those 
churches  that  have  already  helped  tc  do 
so  again  with  t|he  feeling  that  such  a con- 
dition as  we  tiow  face  for  the  next  aix 
weeks  can  only  be  relieved  by  an  earnest 
determination  to  do  with  our  might  what 
our  hands  find  to  do.  I have  no  fears  as 
to  the  onteom<t  (if  our  people  realize  the 
need  for  then  they  will  feme  up  to  the 
help  of  the  Lord.
